Another 
account stales that tlie -wholo rebel forces 
under Jackson and Loe had — transport*^ 
wounded ami all — escaped from Miirylaiid. 
That appeur-3 to bo the sum of the matter- 
The Confederates crossed tliu I'utouiac ; went 
as far as Freilotick; lunied about and visit- 
ed Hagerstown ; and at last beat a procipi- 

'"■'tate retreat into Virginia, but not bafore 
•/ - '"-'"H, acc'oru- 

in'^; to Federal account?, in killed and wound- 
ed, a:i(J prisniieis, from 15,01)0 lo :i(i,000 men. 
The total Confederulo foice in ?diiryl:uid was 
last estimatail al O-l.DOO ; and tlie losses 
given would, if true, reduce it to about 
•15,000 men. The Federals acktipwiedjje 
a loss of 12,500 in killed and wound- 
ed, bet^idi'S 80110 men from Miles' snt- 
render at llarper'j lu'iry. Tho eslimatu 
of louses on each r^u\'.' resulting from Juek- 
Bon's raid into Maryland are thus ubout equal. 
Why 'the famous army of the Potomac did 
not capture so s-inall a force as 45,000 is un- 
exphiiiied, except by inference ; and thai is, 
they wore too weak lo do so. The whole of 
Ihe hatilo grutiud comprised in the last 
mancEuvres extend from Middletown, in Vir- 
ginia, to Frederick and Hapjetstown, in Mary- 
land.. The area is very small ; the lighting 
has been good on both sides ; the i;reat de- 
struction ot field odiccrs, and general loss of 
life, indicates desperaie encounters; yet 
when summed up the political results are 
with theFedeia'g. The Confederates wont 
to Maryland — naliitally expected a rising; in 
that State; were disappointed; got back 
into the Shenandoah Valley with n probable 
loss of 20,000 men. McClellan is eolitjed 
to credit for forcing Jacksui; to ret real> from 
Maryland. That border Statu is preserved. 
But the facility with wliicli Jackson cut his 
way out is only paralleled by the boldness 
with which ha went into Maryland. His 
retreat into Virginia with the greater part ol 
bis'trausports and all his wounded but 300, 
tallies but indifferently with' telegrama of 
having receivetl a severe drubbing. The 
effect of his raiil ihto Maryland will elalo the 
JS'orth ; it will make a slight amend for the 
retreat from Uidunond; .butron the other 
hand it must depress tha South. A loss of 
20,000 every fortnight or so in five or six 
pitched battles may be one way to make 
veterans out of raw recruits; hut exhRUstion 
must soon follow ; and tlu) acknowledged 
inferiority of the Confederates in point of 
numbers and resouroes makes it llio innni 

-^iSiiialcy Ill's ever-increiising legions of the 

North. Fur the details of tlio recent battles 
we shall have lo_ »yuit further advices 
'form a clsai condepUoA/df iKb* trne of 
both parties; but it is not likely that we shall 
hear of tho Confederates roliiriiing again 
into Maryland. Some olher field i.s likely 
to be chosen ; but where, we await tho tele- 
graph to infuim ns. It may well be doubted 
whether an ageressivo policy will be futlher 
pur«ued by the South. Such movements in 
Kentucky do not seem to be followed with 
very satisfactory results. The Stale re- 
mains loval. Farther Koutli (Jen. Uosen- 
craiiz in the vicinity tjf Coi'lnlh has gained a 
victory over tho rebels; but altogether the 
whole military opeiations in Kentucky, 
Tennessee.and Mississippi are but an amuse- 
ment for opposing generals. Tho seal of 
war is still houiIi of iIk; Potomac and be- 
tween Wasliingion and Liichmond.

The c.xjiloring party scut above the Big Canon 
had rclurned and reported finding gold, vary- 
ing from a musk-melon seed to flour-gold.
